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Now Delhi, the 24th March, 1983 

G.S.R- 293.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sab- 
section (1) of section 3 of the All Lidia Services Act, 1951 
(61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 
with the Governments of the States conccmcd, hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the All India Services 
(Death-cum-Retlremcnt Benefits) Rules, 1958, namely ;— 

1. (1) Those rules may be called the All India Services 
(Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) Amendment Rules, 1933. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the All India Services (Deauth-cum-Retirement Bene¬ 
fits) Rules, 1958 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in 
rule 5A, in sub-rule (2), for clause (b), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely ;—■ 

"(b) terminal benefits equal to the commuted. value of 
the balance amount of pension left after eommutinp 
one third of nension to be worked out with reference 
to the commutation tables obtaining on the date 
from which the commuted value becomes pavahle 
subiect to the condition that the member of the 
Service surrenders his rfeht of drawing the balance 
amount of pension”. 

3. In rule 22 of the said rules, sub-nile (10) shall be 

omitted. ■ ' 

4. For rule 22B of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted namely :— 

"22,B'. (1) Application:—This rule shall apply to :— 

(a) All the members of the Service appointed to the 

service on or after the Ist January, 1964. 

(b) All those who were members of the Service on 3 Ist 

December, 1963 and who opted or are deemed to 
have opted for this rule under the general or 
special orders issued by the Central Government. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of rule 22C, the .scale of family 
pension admissible shall be as follows :— 

(1) Where the pay of the member of the Service is 
R's. 1,200 and above. 12 per cent of pay subject to 
a minimum of Rs. 160 a month and a maximum of 
Rs. 250 a month. 

(ii) where the pay of the member of the Service is 
Rs. 1,199 or below; 15 per cent of nay subject to 
a minimum of Rs. 100 u month and a maximum 
of Rs. 160 a month. 

Explanation,—'“pay’ for the purpose of this sub-rule .“hall 
be the grade pay plus special pay, If any, which the member 
of the Service was drawing on the date of b!s death while 
in .service or immediately before the retirement. If a member 
of the Service has been absent from duty on leave (inchidiuir 
extraordinary leave) or has been under suspension, on the 
Crucial date, ‘pay’ shall mean the n.av which he di-aw imme¬ 
diately before proceeding on such leave or being placed 
Under suspension. 

(3) The Period for which family pension is payable shall 
be as follows 

(i) In the case of a widow or widower, \mto die date of 
death or remarriage, whichever is earlier; 

(ii) in the case of a son, until he attains the ago of 
21 years, and 

(ill) In the case of an unmarried daughter, until she 

attains the age of twenty four years or until she 
gets married, whichever Is earlier. 

Provided that if the son or daughter of a member of fh" 
service is suffering from any disorder or disabilitv of mind 
or Is physically crippled or disabled so ns to rnmler him or 


her unable to earn a living even after attaining the age of 
21 years In the case of a son and 24 years in the case of a 
daughter, the family pension shall be payable to such son or 
daughter for life subject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(a) if such son or daughter is one among two or more 

children of tlw member of the service, the family 
pension shall bo initially payable to the minor 
children in the order set out in clause (iii) of sub¬ 
rule (5) of this rule until the last minor child attains 
the age of 21 or 24 years, as the case may be, and 
thereafter the family pension shall be resumed in 
favour of the son or daughter suffering frorn dis¬ 
order or disability of mind or who is physically 
crippled or disabled and shall be payable to him 
or her, for life; 

(b) if there are more than one such son or daughter 

suflerlng from disorder or disability of mind or who 
are physically crippled or disabled, the family pen¬ 
sion shall be paid in the followin.g order, namely:— 

(i) firstly to the son, and if there are more than one 

son the younger of them will get the family 
pension only after the life time of the older; 

(ii) secondly, to the daughter, and if there are more 

than one daughter the younger of them will get 
the family pension only after the lifetime of me 
elder ; 

(c) the family pension shall he paid to such son or 

daughter through the guardian as if he or she were 
a minor; 

(d) before allowing the family pension for life to any 
such son or daughter, the sanctioning authority shall 
satisfy that the handicap Is of such a nature as to 
prevent him or her from earning his or her livelihood 
and the same shall be evidenced by a certificate 
obtained from a medical officer not below the 
rank of a Civil Surgeon setting out, as far as possible 
the exact mental or physical condition of the child; 

(e) the person receiving the family pension ns guardian 

of such son or daughter shall produce every three 
years a certificate from a medical officer not below 
the rank of a Civil Surgeon to the effect that he 
or she continues to suffer from disorder or disability 
of mind or continues to be physically crippled or 
disabled. 

Note — 

1. Only that (Usability which manifests itself before the 

retirement or death of the member of the .Service 
whilo in service shall be taken into account for the 
purpose of grant of family nension under this sub- 
rule. 

2. A daughter shall become ineligible for family pension 

under the sub-rule from the date she pets married. 

3. The family pension pavahle to such a .son or daughter 

shall be stopped if he/she starts earning his/her 
livelihood. 

4. In such cases it shall be the duty of the guardian to 

furni.sh a certificate to the Treasury or Bank, as 
the case may he, every monih, that fi) he or she 
has not stated earning his (her livelihood fii) in 
case (Jf daughter, that .she has not yet married, 

(4) (a) fi) Where the family pension is nayable to more 
widows than ope, the family pension .shall be paid 
to the widows in equal shares, 
fii) On the death of a widow, her share, of tbe 
family pension shall become payable to her eligible 
chfid ; 

Provided that if the widow is not survived by any child, 
her share of the family pension shall cease to be 
payable, 

(b) Where the deceased member o( the service or 
pensioner is survived by a widow but has left be¬ 
hind eligible ch'ld or children from anniber wif’ 
who is not alive, the eligible child oi children shall 
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be entitled to the share of family pension which 
the mother vyould have received if uhe had been 
alive at the time of the detilh of the member ot 
the service or pensioner. 


fii) if there is a subsequent change in the family, 
including the marriage of e daughter, the fact shall 
be intimated to the Account Oiiicer, who shall make 
necessary entry in the form. 


(5) (i) Except as provided in sub-rule (4), the family pen-' 
sion shall not be payable to more than one member 
of the family at the same time. 

(ii) If a deceased member of the Service or pensioner 
leaves behind a widow or widower, the family 
pension shall become payable to the widow or 
widower, failing which to the eligible child. 

(iii) If sons and unmarried daughters are alive, tm- 
married daughters shall not be eligible for family 
pension unless the sons attain the age of 21 years 
and hereby became in eligible for the grant of 
family pension. 

(6) Where a deceased member of the Service or pensioner 

leaves behind more children than one. the eldest 
eligible child shall bo entitled to the family pension 
for the period mentioned In clause (il) or clause (iii) 
of sub-rule (3) as the case may be, and after the 
expiry of that period the next child shall became 
eligible for the grant of family pension. 

(7) Where family pension is granted under this rule to 

a minor, it shall be payable to the guardian on 
behalf of the minor. 

(81 In case both wife and husband arc members of the 
service and are governed by the provisions of this 
rule and one of them dies while in service or after 
retirement, the family pension in respect of the 

deceased shall become nayable to the surviving 
husband or wife and in tTic event of the death of 
the husband and wife, the surviving child or children 
shall be granted rlie two famiiy pensions in respect 
of the deceased parents snb.iect to the limits specified 
below, namely :— 

(a) (i) if the surviving child or children i.s or are eligible 
to draw two family pensions at the rate mentioned 
in Rule 22-C, the amount of both the pensions shall 
be limited to five hundred rupees per mensom; 

fill if^one of the family pensions, ceased to be pay¬ 
able at the rate mentioned in Rule 22-C, and m 
lieu thereof the pension at the rate mentioned in 
sub-rule (21 of this rule becomes nayable the amount 
of both the pensions shall also be limited to five 
hundred rupees per mensem; 

(b) if b*>th the family -jensions are payable at the rate.* 
mentioned in sub-rule (21 of this rule, Ihc amount 
of two pensions shall bo limited to two hundred and 
fifty rupees per mensem. 

(cl Where a member of the serving dies leaving brh.' d 
a judiciaUv separated husband or widow, as *hc 
case Tpav he, and no child or children, the fanailv 
pension in respect of the deceased shall be payable 
to ttie person surviving ; 

Provided that where in a case judical separation is granted 
on (he ground of adultary and the death of the member of 
the service takes place during the period of such judicial sepa¬ 
ration, the fa" ''7 pension shall not be payable to the person 
snr/iving if such person surviving was held guiltv of commit¬ 
ting adultery. 

(101 (al Where a member of the Service dies leaving 
behind a judicially separated husband or widow, m 
the case may be, with a child or children, the 
family pension payable in respect of the deceased 
shall be payable to tlie surviving persons provided 
he or she is the guardian of such child or children. 

(b) Where the surviving person haa ceased to be 
the guardian of such child or children, such family 
pension shall be payable to the nersoh who is the 
actual guardian of such child or children. 

(Ill (11 As soon as possible after Joining service a 
member of the Servici shall give details of hlc family 
in the form given in Schedule I to the Accounts 
Officer. If he has no family, he shall furnish the 
details as soon as ho acquires a family. 
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(iii) The Accounts Ofllcer shall, on receipt ot the 
form keep it in safe custody and acknowledge 
receipt of the forni and all further communications 
received from the member of the Service in this 
behalf. 

(12) (0 The benefits of this rule shall not accrue to the 
family of a member of the Service who is dis¬ 
missed or removed from service; 

Provided that if such a member of the service was 
in receipt of compassionate allowance under pro¬ 
viso to sub-rule (1) of rule his family shall be 
eligible to family pension under this rule. 

(ill Family pension under this rule shall not be ad- 
rnissible to the family of a member of the Service 
when the family pension under the Extraordinary 
Pension Rules (whether made by the Central Govern¬ 
ment or the State Government! is granted to such 
family. 

(13) The family pension adiniasible under this rule shall 
be enhanced by ad hoc increases at such scales and 
in such manner as the (Central Government may 
from time to time, specify for officers of , Central 
&rvlces Group ‘A’. 

(14) Definition of “Family’ ; 

V 

‘Family’ for the purpose ol this rule includes the 
following relatives of a mcnaber of the Services, 
namely :— 

(i) wife or husband as the case may be, provided the 
marriage took place before the retirement ot the 
member of the service. 

(il) a judicially separated wife or husband such separa¬ 
tion not being granted on the ground of adul¬ 
tery, provided the marriage took place before re¬ 
tirement of the member of the Service and the 
person surviving was not held guilty of committing 
adultery. 

(iii) son who has not attained the age of 21 years and 
unmarried daughters who has not attained the age 
of 24 years, including son and daughter adopted 
legally before retirement, but shall not include 
son or daughler bom after retirement.”

G,S.R 294.—In exercise of the jiowers conferred by tfio 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other

'section (7) of section 5D of the Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 1952), the 
Central Board of Trustees, Employees’ Provident Fund, wlth- 
the approval of the Central Govertiment, hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the 
post of Vigilance Officer under the Employees’ Provident 
Fund Organisation, narhely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Employees’ Provident Fund Organisation (Vigi¬ 
lance Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of pay,—^The number 
of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified In columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tions and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified 
in columns 5 o 13 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification.—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

Cb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it Is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these njles with respect of any 
class or category of persons or parts. 

6. Saving.—^Nothing in these rulcj shall affect reservations 
end other concessions required to be provided for the Sche¬ 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.
